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Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

From  my  observations  as  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer 
in  schools  and  clinics  I would  say  that  the  health  of  the  community 
has  been  satisfactorily  maintained.  The  standard  of  cleanliness, 
however,  especially  in  certain  areas,  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 
Additional  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Health  Visitors  in  the  district 
would  be  a sound  investment. 

During  the  year,  owing  to  epidemics  of  a mild  type  there  was 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  both  scarlet  fever  and 
measles.  On  the  other  hand,  the  incidence  of  diphtheria  was  again 
substantially  decreased,  there  being  77  notifications  of  the  disease, 
(21  of  which  proved  negative  on  admission  to  hospital)  compared 
with  no  in  1943.  Fourteen  of  these  cases  occurred  in  patients 
over  school  age,  four  occurring  in  non-civilians  in  local  military 
camps.  There  was  one  death  of  a non-immunised  child  of  6 years. 
Immunisation  continues  in  schools  and  clinics.  The  percentage  of 
children  immunised  in  the  area  at  the  end  of  1944  was  39%  of 
those  children  under  5 years  of  age  and  59%  of  those  aged  5 — 15 
years. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of 
tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  type.  The  incidence  of  cases  of  the 
non-respiratory  type  was  halved.  The  number  of  deaths  were  lower 
for  both  types  of  disease. 

The  Scabies  Clinic  has  continued  its  useful  work.  During  the 
year  777  cases  and  contacts  were  treated  at  the  centre.  Of  these 
25  cases  were  treated  on  behalf  of  the  Whiston  Rural  District 
Council.  From  the  number  of  cases  treated  compared  with  1,036 
for  the  year  1943  it  would  appear  that  the  incidence  of  scabies 
is  on  the  decline.  This  decline  is  being  maintained. 

The  Day  Nurseries  in  the  area  have  been  full  to  capacity 
and  have  continued  their  useful  work.  The  children  who  are 
fortunate  enough  to  be  admitted  there  gain  a great  deal  both 
physically  and  mentally.  There  is  an  urgent  need  for  a Nursery 
School  in  the  area.  Until  such  time  as  one  is  available  the  Day 
Nurseries  could  and  should  fulfil  a great  need. 
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I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
warmest  thanks  to  my  colleagues  in  the  Health  Department  for 
their  continued  help  and  co-operation.

To  the  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

During  1944,  particularly  near  its  end,  the  absence  of  paint 
and  labour  was  beginning  to  be  very  noticeable  on  all  classes  of 
property,  and  particularly  on  that  which  is  generally  referred  to 
“ as  suitable  for  occupation  by  the  working  classes.”  The  result 
of  this,  in  the  next  few  years,  will  be  defective  window  frames, 
doors,  eaves  gutters,  rain  water  pipes,  etc.,  which  if  not  watched 
and  attended  to,  will  lead  to  that  worst  of  all  complaints  in  dwelling 
houses,  dampness.  Generally  this  has  been  unavoidable,  but  it 
does  remind  one  that  ‘ the  ship  may  be  lost  for  a ha’porth  of  tar.’ 

Evidence  in  abundance  shows  that  it  is  time  fathers  returned 
home  to  control  their  children  and  high  time  fewer  mothers  were 
engaged  in  industry  to  the  detriment  of  their  homes.  In  previous 
reports  I have  mentioned  the  matter  of  unsatisfactory  homes,  but 
I am  now  of  the  opinion  that  tolerance  should  have  reached  its 
limit  and  a more  forcible  aim  for  cleanliness  and  order  should  be 
pursued. 

The  question  of  overcrowding  and  its  abatement  rather 
overawes  one  in  its  magnitude,  and  the  act  relating  thereto  will 
have  to  be  forgotten  for  some  time  owing  to  the  utter  impossibility 
of  its  application.  No  matter  under  what  conditions,  a human 
being  must  have  shelter. 

It  was  with  considerable  regret  that  I found  it  was  necessary 
to  be  off  duty  so  long  in  the  summer  of  the  year  now  being  re- 
ported upon,  but  I would  like  again  to  record  the  Committee’s 
generous  gesture  at  that  time. 

The  facts  and  figures  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Department 
will  be  found  in  different  parts  of  the  statistics  printed  herein, 
and  do  not  require  any  comment  of  mine.
